REGULATIONS 

VALIDITY OF DIPLOMATIC PASSPORTS 

1. A Diplomatic Passoport will automatically cease to be valid 
if the person to whom it was issued ceases to exercise the 
functions which rendered him eligible to receive a Diplo¬ 
matic Passport. In such an event, a Diplomatic Passport
